Valuable Advice Furnished by a 
Government Expert . 


Eggs can be preserved in dry salt, 
fime water or water glass. In. order 
to secure satisfactory results eggs 
must be clean, but not washed, and 
absolutely fresh when put down: In 
preserving’ the object to be aimed at 
is to exclude air, s0 as to prevent eva- 
poration of the egg from outside 
sources. Where eggs are put down 
in salt they. should be set on end and 
packing should be so done that all 
parts of each egg will be covered 
with salt,

per cent. of the water glass should 
be mixed with pure water 
thouroughly stirred; Ten) warts of

Liquid Fire 


How This Terrible Weapon of Des- 
truction Is Projected 


The Germans have not hesitated to 
introduce any of the ancient or modr 
ern weapons of offense and defense 
which they thought would be of ad- 

age, regardicss'of The Hague 
Conventions or accepted standards 
of civilization, Aiio eee is “liquid 
fire,” a weapon of value principally 
because of its demoralizing effect up- 
on’ those attacked. There have been 
casualties resulting from liquid fire, 
but it is the psychological effect that 
is sought, 

The apparatus usually consists of 
a metal tank holding about four gal- 
lons of liquid to be burned, a section 
of pipe from this tank to a rubber 
hose at the other end, in which there 
isa smaller metal pipe about a yard 
long fitted with a nozzle and a fric- 
tion igniter, as well as an oil-burn- 
ing wick. There is a valve near the 
tank and another near the nozzle. 
Benzol, from. coal tar, and crude oil 
are used in equal propprtions and are 
carried in the tank under a. pressure 
of approximately 300 Ibs. per square 
inch, this pressure being maintained 
by compressed nitrogen, an inert gas 
having no effect upon the contents 
of the tank, The tank and accessories 
are carried. by one man, while. the 
nozzle ‘is carried by a companion 
when liquid is being burned. On it 
may be Fixed in position and operated 
by the same man’ who carries the 
tank. ‘ 

In use a cap is drawn from the 
end of the nozzle and a wick burning 
kerosene or similar oil is thereby 
lighted, sine the cap is a friction ig- 
niter, The oil is then turned on /and 
is ignited as it leaves the nozzle un- 
der great pressure. The result. is a 
flame of burning oil about 30 yards 
long. For two-thirds of this distance 
the flame is straight, but it then 
turns up as does any other flame.

While there nave been no fornial 
agreements or binding — treaties, 
Great Britain and the United States 
undoubtedly have been placed’ on a 
closer basis of friendship than at 
any time since the separation 2 éen- 
tury and a quarter ago, and Mr. 
Balfour, who was in the U.S. longer 
than any previous foreign secretary 
tad ‘been away from London ‘sinc= 
the Napoleonic wars, has seen reéaliz- 
ed his life dream’ of closer sympathy 
between the two great branches of 
the English speaking people. t 
_ The most far-reaching understand- 
ings arrived at have been in trade 
matters. In generat the Unjted States 
will give the Allies preferential treat- 
ment in commerce, Details, however, 
could not be agreed upon, as con- 
gress has not yet passed the lezisla- 
tion necessary to deal with embargo, 
trading with the enemy, control of 
cargo space, and the like. 

A definite understanding has been 
reached to cover/both American and 
Canadian wheat for sale to the Alned 
wheat executive. Canada will co-op- 
crate fully with the U.S., probetly 
through the proposed food adminis- 
tration bureau, and will agree to the 
control of prices if that policy” be 
adopted in legislation now before the, 
U.S. congress. The wheat exéctitive ’ 
committee has supplicd the figures of 
its needs, expressed confidtnce that 
they can be met, and shown how the 
results will be allotted among the 
various Allies. 
| Munitions control and purchase

The United States is considering 
the invitation extended by the British 
that “all the Allies ‘send pernianent~ 
representatives to sit'on the Allied © 
commissions in London, | including 
those on. wheat, munitions, shipping 
and general supplies.

railways. Such a course would also 
be more beneficial to the country 
generally; for our railway situation is 
such that we cannot afford, for long 
time to come, to lay down nore rail- 
roads; our business is to fake more 
use of the railway and marketing fa- 
cilities that already exist.

Saving the Surplus 


Home Canning of Vegetables Is Prac. 


ticable and Necessary 


The shortage of labor and the scar- 
city and high price of tin cans has 
very materially reduced the output 
and increased the cost of canned veg- 
@tablés; so much so, in fact, as to 
make sonic lines almost prohibitive to 
the average family. 

There is little reason, however, for 
any Canadian family not providing a 
sufficient supply for next winter. 
Home canning of vegetables is a 
simple matter; when put up in ordi- 
nary glass jars, securely sealed, they 
are equal if not superior to the fac- 
tory brand, and the cost is much 
lower. 

Peas, string beans, sweet corn, 
pumpkins, beets, tomatoes and . all 
vegetables which will not keep with- 
out cooking, may be canned, 

After cleaning and preparing 
vegetables to be preserved they are 
enclosed in a cheesecloth bag and 
parboiled for five minutes. They are 
then dipped in cold water, packed in 
glass jars, boiling water poured over 
them to fill up the crevices, andthe 
lids loosely adjusted. The jars are 
then placed in an ordinary boiler fil- 
led with water, with plates or dish 
covers to. prevent the jars touching 
the bottom of the boiler, and are al- 
g| lowed to boil steadily for 31-2 hours. 
FT} When lifted from the boiler, the lids 
must’ be screwed down tight, and the 
ciate allowed to gradually cool, care’ 

cing taken that they are not exposed 
to drafts, as a andden cooling may 
crack the glass. «

British Agriculture 


For 20 per cent. Reduction in English! ,7 


Live Stock 


The expectation is, according to 
The Farmer and Stock Breeder, that 
live’ stock holdings in. the United 
Kingdom will have to be reduced by 
20 per cent. owing to feed shortage. 
It is not anticipated that there will 
be any forced diminution in pure- 
bred meat animals ‘and the dairy 
stock will stand next in line for con- 
servation, Horses, especially those 
kept for pleasure purposes, will be 
put on short feed, and it is quite pos- 
sible some of them may be used for 
human food. 

This, however, is only part of a 
change which is promised in English 
agriculture, Three million acres of 
grazing lands are to be broken up 
this year, and more ‘will be broken 
next year, the intention being to put 
the United Kingdom in a position to 
be permanently practically independ- 
of forcign food supplies so far as 
grain is concerned. What the effect 
of a lessening of pasture and increase 
in grain producing area will ultimate- 
ly be in the mratter of the production 
of meat and dairy products it is dif- 
ficult to say. In England the stock- 
carrying capacity of a given area in 
grass is much more nearly equal to 
the carrying ability of an equal area 
in cultivated land than is the ‘case 
here, because the pasthre season 
there is much longer than with us, 
Still it is. probable that with an in- 
crease in the cultivated area the 
country will, under normal conditions 
be alle to produce more wheat than 
now for human food without neces- 
sarily lessening live stock holdings. 
In fact, there may be an increase in 
the latter; and the United Kingdom 
may in future years be made we 
nighsindependent of,imported meat 
and dairy products as well as wheat.
